The most important specialist 
in the survey ing-inst rumen b group, for example, (further unidentified) 
reportedly had been in the Zeiss works in Heidenhein (Western Germany), and 
to have returned to the Russian Zone because he was not satisfied with his 
work. The groups now in Russia are working in fields in which work has 
either not been resumed since the war at Jena or at least not in any sig- 
nificant degree * 


5o The corresponding groups in Ueidenhoia which specialise in bomb sights 
and surveying instruments are said to be preparing to move to Spain, 
although one of these scientists, Kueppenbender, was refused sn exit
